Theoretically, the three major intercollegiate 
«ports are football, hockey and basketball. In re- 
cent years however, the latter two have fallen 
' far behind football in Interest and appeal. 

In the ease of hockey what Is the reason lor 
this? In previous years, Intercollegiate teams com- 
peted for the Allan Cup, emblematic of the ama- 
teur hockey championship of, Canada. These days 
have passed, however, and at this point Intercol- 
legiate hockey has degenerated to à point where 
senior teams from top universities in the country 
like McGlll and Toronto are rated, at best, on a par 
with Junior competition. 

In the case of McGlll, what can be done to raise 
. « calibre of hockey? Where do we go from here? 

One of the main reasons for the sad slate of 
hockey here today is due to the fact that MeGill 
lacks a rink. It would be totally Inconceivable 
to imagine Coach Vic Otoeck's football Redmcn 
having to travel to the Baseball Stadium or the 
Westmount Athletic Grounds In order to practise, 
yet a parallel situation exists as far as the hocke; 
team is concerned. Not only do the puck chasers 
have to depend on the Forum for ice but even at 
that are lucky to be able to get the ice at a reason- 
able time of the day. It has come to the point 
where Coach Rocky Roblllard has often had to 
schedule practices for eight in the morning for that 
is the only time ice is available to him. 

Obviously this is a major factor for without 
practice, a team can hardly expect to compete with 
other teams in the league which to all Intents and 
purposes can practise whenever they want to. 
" Then too, the Intramural program suffers from 
lack of a rink. Last year, the Intramural Ice hockey 
league,, under the direction of Howie Ryan, had 16 
teams. There were 182 participants, 27 matches 
were played and there was a total participation of 
729. 

Now looking at the number of teams— IB, and 
the number of games played— 27 one Is im- 
mediately struck with the thought that each team 
participated ' in an average of no more than a 
single game. Using an outdoor rink, league action 
was at the mercy of the elements and In fact as 
. has been the case in the past few years, the sched- 
ule had to be curtailed due to inclement weather 
.when conditions made hockey Impossible. 

If MeGill were to have a hockey arena as docs 
ihe University of Toronto, for example, Mr. Ryan 
: predicts that intramural ice hockey could be 
. raised to the level of floor hockey and touch 
football which enjoys full facilities for operation. 

Mr. Ryan estimates that a league composed of 
, between 24 and 32 teams could be organized. Stu- 
dents -would be encouraged to participate since 
they would feci confident that scheduled games 
would be played on schedule and would not be 
at the mercy of the elements. Ryan envisions be- 
tween 300 and 400 individual participants with a 
total participation of several thousands. 

In addition, an arena would afford students the 
time and opportunity to take part In recreatjopal 
skating as well as hockey. Getting back to the 
Intramural program once more, there would be 
unlimited possibilities for such things as ice carni- 
vals and extramural ice festivals comparable to the 
extramural festival Inaugurated by the Intramural 
athletics department last spring. 

Further, the Intramural program could well 
acrve as the fertile field for the development 
of players of intercollegiate calibre. Confidence 
that there are full facilities for a particular sport 
can do wonders for the sport In question.

There are actually three forms that an areni 
McGlll could take. It could b»U) an arena with a 
number of permanent teats; 2) an arena containing 
no seats but merely an ice sheet and 8) a struc- 
ture containing an ice surface, no seats but space 
for scats. 

Of the three, the third combining the best fe|- 
turts of all of them seems to be the one most 
suited to the needs of the University., The layout 
would afford intercollegiate teams with practice 
and playing space and at the same time fulfill In- 
tramural and recreational needs. The athletics de- 
partments possesses approximately 3,000 portable 
bleachers which could be erected for spectators. 

There are those who feci that hockey could be 
made as big a paying proposition as football with 
the erection of an arena containing some 3,000 
or 5,000 permanent seats. Rentals would provide 
revenue. 

There are two major drawbacks to this way of 
thinking. In the first place erection of a building 
of this kind would be far too costly today and se- 
condly the students would not likely get full 
benefit from the proposition due to the temptation 
for financial exploitation. 

Right now a rink at McGlll sometime In the 
near future is not totally wishful thinking «s some 
would make out. Recently a step In the right direc- 
tion was taken when a committee was set up at a 
meeting of the Athletics Board to look into the 
matter. This committee, on the graduate and staff 
level, Is looking Into plans from architects In the 
United States specializing in building of rinks. In 
addition, the group is in the midst of studying 
plans of rinks recently erected at Dalhousie, Tri- 
nity College at Port Hope.

As mentioned above, however, there are prob- 
lems. Chief among these is that continual thorn 
In the side of universities across the country— the 
financial one. 

During its War Memorial Campaign, the Grad- 
uates' Society undertook to raise enough money 
for the construction of both a swimming pool and 
a hockey rink. Unfortunately, however, due to* 
steadily rising costs, all the money raised was con- 
sumed In the construction of the recently com- 
pleted gymnasium extension and swimming pool. 
Indeed a supplementary amount appropriated by 
the Board of Governors of McGlll was consumed 
in the project as well. 

Rather than embark on a further capital cam- 
paign, the Graduates' Society decided to devote Us 
financial resources .to the maintenance of the oper- 
ating revenues of the University through th» Alma 
Mater Fund. 

The Board of Governors was then asked to 
assume the. financial burden of the construction 
of the proposed rink sometime in the future. The 
type of rink lo be constructed was left to the dis- 
cretion of the University when funds were avail- 
able for the purpose. Thé Board agreed. 

At present there Is not sufficient money on hand 
to allow the rink to be built. In addition, with the 
accent on defence production In the country today,' 
there Is Jht further problem of building material 
to be met. 

Yet with these factors In mind, the words of 
Dr. F. Cyril James ". . . If we can look forward to 
declining costs in the construction Industry, as 
some people suggest, and a possible augmentation 
of University revenues from some permanent plan 
from grants from the Dominion government, the 
implementation of the schemes should become 
practicable In the not too distant future."

As Others See 



Ike for President-of Columbia' 
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, In the U.S. thousands of words are being 
written and more thousands being broadcast 
by political experts telling the people whether 
or not General Eisenhower- will run for the 
Présidency in '52. 

Last week the Columbia Daily Spectator, 
the undergraduate newspaper of Columbia 
University in New York City, had a few words 
of wisdom on the topic. The Spectator, how- 
ever, showed little interest in General Eisen- 
wer's Chief Executive aspirations. What 
nccrned them was the fact that one Eisen- 
wer by nutnc was their University's Presi- 
nt on leave. He had received an indefinite 
leave from the Trustees of Columbia so that 
ho could hend the Allied North Atlantic 
Treaty forces with the clear understanding 
that General Eisenhower would resume his 
duties as President of the University immc 
diately upon his military release. 

"This point," said The Spectator, "seems 
to have slipped everyone's mind. On his recent 
visit here, the General made no mention of the 
institution of which he is currently President 
—the only Presidency that didn't* creep into 
ihe volumes of newsprint that his arrival in- 
spired. Perhaps, like Aunt Nellie's indiscre- 
tions everybody thought it more proper

avoid mention of thè Général'? Columbia 
Commitment." 

"Columbia meanwhile struggles àlong 
without, a President, without the forceful lead- 
ership it needs. And, if we are to believe what 
Mr. Eisenhower has let the paper make of him, 
there's no relief in sight. We don't even know 
that we don't have n President." 

"All of which leaves us just about nowhere, 
like babes in the wilderness with the head of 
• the family gone to play footsie with the bears. 
Maybe we just haven't got the old charm to 
woo the General back. Or then again, maybe 
the General has changed." 

"We made a bargain in good faith," The 
Spectator concluded. "Realizing the importance 
of the General's European task, we permitted 
him to board up 60 Morningsidc Avenue and 
serve our country. General Eisenhower has 
broken the bargain. The least we could have 
e.\pc»tcd from a University President was a 
clear, unequivocal, English sentence revealing 
a sound understanding of his duties, loyalties 
and obligations." 

In this manner, like a "voice front thé wil- 
derness," the Columbia Dailv Spectator pro- 
claimed, "Ike for President— of Columbia."

The Second World War experi- 
ences of General Dwlght D. Zisen- 
hower gave him the Id/ a of an 
American Assembly. For he was 
disturbed by the implications of 
the often-asked questions of 
American soldiers: "What ar/s we 
fighting for? "Why am I over- 
seas?" "Why does America care 
what Hitler does?" and he sensed 
a failure to provide the American 
people, particularly the youth, with 
a clear understanding of the free 
way of life, Its responsibilities, 
rights, privileges, and its duties. 

Shortly after he became presi- 
dent of Columbia University, 
General Eisenhower put this Idea 
Into action by founding the Ameri- 
can Assembly. 

This American Assembly Is a 
program of continuing confer- 
ences In which American busi- 
ness, labour, government, educa- 
tional, political, and other tesd- 

Iers can gather together to dis- 
cuss critical Issues of national or 
International Importance. Its 
aim Is to throw Impartial light on- 
the major problems which con- 
front the United States, so that 
the citizens of that country can 
take effective steps toward solv- 
ing these problems.' 
The most ambitious extracurricu- 
lar, enterprise in thé history of 
Columbia University; the Ameri- 
can Assembly Is a new type of 
public service,' designed to furnish 
honest answers to the problems of 
the United States. 

General Eisenhower has always 
been emphatic in his belief that 
universities should remember that 
education Is for citizenship, and 
supports this belief with the story 
of his dismay when he discovered 
during the war that many Ameri- 
cans did not understand why they 
were fighting. To define national 
problems for the consideration of 
the American people, he conceived 
this idea ot a continuing series of 
conferences by experts from every 
area of opinion. For he felt that 
with peacetime the need for a clear 
er public understanding of national 
issues had become even greater; 
and he was pleased that many of 
his colleagues at Columbia Univer- 
sity shared his conviction. 

After he assumed the presid- 
ency of Columbia University, 
General Eisenhower started to 
put his plan into operation, and 
American citizens all over the 
United States, and from all walks 
of llfe'^gave their wholehearted 
approval lo the American As- 
sembly. 

When he announced the forma- 
tion of the American Assembly In 
October 1050, General Elsenhower 
said, "When I assumed the. Presid- 
ency, my conviction which is even 
stronger now, was that Columbia 
is ideally situated to pioneer meth- 
ods by which our educational Insti- 
tutions may be useful to our coun-

try in the struggles which He ahead. 
That's why I'm hero." 

Following" this announcement, 
the organization of the American 
Assembly proceeded rapidly. Elien- 
hower had announced that an out- 
standing public figure would be 
choien to be chairman of the pro- 
ject's national policy board; and 
Lewis W. Douglas, a former prin- 
cipal of McGlll University, and 
formerly American Ambassador to 
Great Britain, accepted the chair- 
manship of this national policy 
board whose members include such 
American leaders as William 
Green, James A. Farley; a former 
Postmaster-General of the United 
States, and Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby, 
the first Director of the American 
Womens' Army Corps. 

In a campaign for financial sup- 
port, independent of the university, 
more than $500,000 was raised with 
contributions being received from 
vsrlous individuals, corporations, 
associations, and foundations. 
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on active career in many fields 
of business, but his major work 
v/as in the building, developent, 
expansion, and improvement of 
railroads.

Up to this time, the name of 
Sartre was little known on this 
continent L'Equipe, under the dl 
rectlon of Pierre Dagenais, gave 
Sartre his North American premiere 
in Montreal with a production of 
this play, which the M.R.T. Studio 
later presented In translation, under 
its English title of "No Exit."

The, gilt of 
this house made it possible to put 
the American Assembly program 
into action sooner, than was at first 
thought possible. This property is 
now called, the Harriman Campos 
of Columbia University. 

E. Roland Harriman, president of 
ihe American Red Cross, joined his 
brother In contributing toward the 
improvements in Arden House for 
Assembly use. 

Arden House was given to 
Columbia University by the Harri- 
man brothers as a memorial to 
their parents, Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
Henry Harriman. During his life- 
time Edward Henry Harriman had 



Arden House was prepared for the 
American Assembly In 1051, the 
American theme was continued and 
the new improvements reflect the 
best in American craftsmanship 
and design. 

Arden House came into the pos 
session of W. Averell Harriman in 
1015, and he resided there prior to 
the Second World War. During the 
war it was turned over to the Navy, 
and became a convalescent home 
and rest centre for American sail- 
ors. 

W. Averti! Harriman has taken 
an active interest in the American 
Assembly since its beginning, for 
he believes that the Assembly can 
render a vital service to the United 
States in helping to inform and 
educate the public toward a better 
understanding of national and in 
tcrnational problems.

The story of the negro who Is 
unjustly accused, betrayed by a 
prostitute, and made the scape- 
goat for an American soldier, Is, 
however, subordinate to Sartre's 
pre-oceupatlon with the Individ- 
ual conscience of his characters. 
His philosophy of the respons- 
ibility each man must take for 
his decisions Is applied In turn to < 
his three main characters: a pro- 
stitute, a senior, and the senat- 
or's son. It Is the proatltute who 
suffers over the miscarriage of 
justice and the forfeiting of bar 
personal Integrity by her own 
action. In her thrtiobled heart and 
naive mind, we can see horror at . 
judicial prostitution. In the Senat- 
or, we see nothing but cold self- 
interest; In his son, an Imraaturi 
and fumbling lust.

When people realize 
that they cannot get something for 
nothing, they may think more cri 
tlrally about what they want to 
purchase from the state. 

3. In Canada, and many another

country, the annual production of 

goods and tcrvices is much below 

the level that it could easily at 

tain. We have steadily reduced our 

working hours and increased our 

leisure but, it we want to attain 

a high standard of living and in 

tcrnatlonal security without con 

tinning inflation, the way Is open 

to us. We can put our shoulders 

to the wheel, working harder «nd 

longer, to produce the good* that 

arc needed. 

4. Finally, if no action is token 
in any of these three directions, the 
average consumer may just decide 
to reduce his or her purchases. 
Human nature is a funny thing and 
a buyer's strike has more man 
once turned an inflationary boom 
into a depression. There arc, in- 
deed, signs that something of this 
kind, In modest fashion, is taking 
place at the present time. 

Price ceilings on commodities, it 
was mentioned arc "worse than 
useless right now." One possible 
defiatonary pclicy would Include 
"a celling on incomes holding them 
at their present level," and a cur- 
tailment of both government ex- 
penditure and private Investment. 
However, this policy would be an 
unlikely one, unless the govern 
ment had a particularly strong 
mandate from the people, for 
"nothing is harder in a democracy 
than to maintain in the minds of 
the .citizens a Just balance between 
personal interest and the interest 
of the community as a whale."
